Matters of Interest Picked Up From 
Various Sources for the Bene­ 
fit of the Sedalia Demo­ 
crat Readers. 


* Vice President Shriver, of the Bal­ 


timore & Ohio, submitted data for the 
eastern railroads as a whole, to sup­ 
port 
President 
Willard’s statement 
before the interstate commerce com­ 
mission in Washington, D. Cl. Mon­ 
day, asking for an increase in rates. 
He said: 
I 
* ‘‘Operating revenue in 1914 was $1,- 
375,000,000, less by $48,000,000 than 
in 1913, although operating expenses 
(notwithstanding the smaller amount 
of business Handled) were $22,000,000 
more than ia the previous year. 
“ While the business 
handled 
in 
1914 was, excepting 1913, the largest 
in fifteen years, the net operating in­ 
come was the smallest shown iii ten 
years. 
“Taxes increased $2,900,000 in 1914. 
“For the Pennsylvania, New York 
Central and the Baltimore & Ohfb 
net operating income in 
1914 
was 
$41.476,Oho less than iii 1913, and the 
lowest in ten >ears. 
Dividends paid 
by these three systems 
were 
the 
smallest in five years and at the low­ 
est average rate for ten years. 
“In 1914 lor the three systems the 
sum available for interest, dividends 
and surplus amounted to but 4.TI per 
cent on total capital obligations, a 
rate much the lowest of any shown 
in the preceding fourteen years. Pre­ 
vious to 1914 the ratio did not fall 
below 5.07 per cent.” 


New Mail Cars for Gould Line. 
Ten new all-steel combination mail 
and baggage cars have been purchas­ 
ed by the Denver & Rio Grande rail­ 
road. and are now In service on that 
road in through runs between Denver.

The cars are of the latest type and 
are built in strict accordance with 
specifications

The interior fittings are of steel 
design with modern appliances for 
beating, lighting and ventilation, and

To Report on Safety Devices. 
Detailed information of all block 
signal and all other train safety ap­ 
paratus in use on American railroads 
was called for Monday by the inter­ 
state commerce commission in an 
order which specifies that the statis­ 
tics must be in Washington net later 
than January 15, 1915. 
The information may be used in 
connection with the physical valua­ 
tion work of safety investigation. 


Full Crew Law Sustained. 
The validity of the Arkansas “full 
crew” act passed by the last legisla­ 
ture was sustained Monday by the 
Arkansas state supreme court. 
The law provides that railroads op­ 
erating lines more than IOO miles 
long must employ at least six men in 
switching in terminals or yards in 
cities of the first class. 
The case involved was appealed 
from Hot Springs.
